NEXT PANIC DUE IN 1913. 
By Prot. Joseph F. Johnson. 
If an Industrial ecrisis is op the slate it will, 
in all probability, not come before 1913. That 
would seem an appropriate year, In England 
there is a panic about every ten years, in the 
United States every twenty years. During the 
last ten years prices bave risen 42 per cent, 
while the ainount of money bes Increased 70 
\ per cent, During that same time the national 
banks have !ncreased their loans and discounts 
two billion to four billion three hundred willion dollars, 
an increase of 115 per cent. Meantime the reserves have 
been reduced froin 19 per cent to 13 per cent. 

Wages have uot gone up as rapidly as prices have risen, 
and therefore anu increase In wages should be made. If 
people are to purchase goods at rising prices they must 
have higher wages. 1 do not say this from any humani- 
terian motive, but from the knowledge of the cold fact 
that if prosperity is to Increase we inust give some of the 
money earned to the common people. 

I believe that the old United States bank could be es- 
tablished to advantage If a new charter Iike that of the 
Bank of France were conferred opon !t. If we cannot 
find twelve honest financiers for the president to appoint 
to manage Its affairs, then I think we had better have 
a panic. If an industrial crisis is on the slate it will, in 
all probability, be like that of 1857, from the effects of 
which the country recovered almost completely within a 
year. The most serious factor In the present situation 
is the loss of contidence oceasioned by the break In Wall 
Street. There is a popular impression that Wail street 
discounts future events, and that the March panic means 
that rallroads will be forced to cut dividends within a 
year or two, 


FAIR DEALING IN RAILROAD MATTERS, 
By Gov. Charies E. Hughes of New York. 

I ani fully conscious, as is every 
one who professes to have a modl- 
cum of intelligence, of the tremen- 
dous advantages which the country

would all be worse than dead were

communication aud these facilities 
of transportation.

Gov. Cc. E. HUGHES, a just effort to make these possible. 
We want more; we want extension; we want greater 
facilities. We want every opportunity afforded to enable 
the people to remove their produce, and we want fair 
treatment to those who are engaged [n this very necessary 
activity. 

Yet it Is sald that, despite the prosperity of the coun- 
try and the great benefits that have been derived from 
the extension of our transportation facilities, there ts a 
state of nnrest: that there fe a ganerel smndition of dia 
content throughout the counffy. Why? Is ft because of 
extension of means of communication? WIHll any one 
suggest to an Intelligent audience that American citizens 
ere !n revolt agalust their own prosperity? 

What they revolt egainst fs dishonest finance. What 








they are in rebellion against {s favoritism which gives @ 
chance to one man to move his goods and not to another; 
which gives one man one eet of terms and another set to 
his rival; which makes one man rich by giving him 
access to the seaboard and drives another man Into bank- 
ruptcy, or Into combination with his more successful com- 
petiter. 

It is a revolt against al] the Influences which have 
grown out of an unllveused freedom and of a fatlure 
to recognize that these great privileges, so necessary for 
public welfare, have been created by the public for the 
public benefit and not primarily for private advantage. 


FINAL TRIUMPH OF MEDICINE.

Victory has followed victory, and 
many of the most dreaded diseases 
have become powerless in the con- 
quest with preventive medicine, The 
clientele of the physicians |s growing

ranks of this movement but the encouragement and finan- 
clal ald of the governments, general, state, county, city 
and village. A new aud much needed specialty in medi- 
eine should be created—scientific sanitation. But to ac- 
complish our final object in public sanitatien means must 
be provided for popular instruction In hygiene and san!- 
tation In our Schools and by popular lectures, tn order 
to reach the mass of the people, and by doing so enlist 
their Interest and secure their co-operation.

HOME RULE FOR ALASKA 

The statement of Congressman 
Sulzer, of New York, that Alaska’s 

erying need is home rule, and that 
“the expense of running the terri 
torial government would be less 
than one-half the amount now paid 
into the treasury of the United 

States,” again emphasizes the wis- 
dom of going back to the safe lim- 
its of the constitution in our treat- 
ment of the northern country. Al- 
aska should be rounded into a ter- 
ritory. Wealth and population 
justify it; the people of Alaska de- 
mand it; they need it; they are 
constitutionally entitled to it, and 
they should have it. 

The nation must alter its atti- 
tude toward Alaska. Alaska must 
have independence and home rale, 
so far as the purely domestic prob- 
lems of the territory areconcerned. 

Already in this treatment of Al- 
aska, the national government has 
broken from the uniform. practice 
of this country. Alaska should bé 
molded into a territory and started 
on the road to statehood. That has 


hitherto been the attitude of thel®

When congress meets, the issue 


should be pressed upon the central if 


government. Opposition may be 
expect ed.
